The Big Event Is Yet to Come 


The provincial election campaign is 
ended. Today the votes are being polled, 
and in a matter of hours the result will be 
known and the voters will have done their 
duty for another four or five years so far 
as the government of the province is con- 
cerned. 

There remains the Dominion election, 
to be held on Tuesday next, Albertans, it is 
to be hoped, will be able to transfer their

attention unabated from the local to the 
national field. It has been said the Do- 
minion contest has been a “forgotten” 
election in Alberta, because the provincial | 
melee absorbed public attention. That is | 
not true, but there is no doubt it has | 
aroused less interest than would have been 
the case if there had not been a provincial 
fight in progress at the same time. This 
confusing factor removed, there should be 
a general shift of attention to the larger 
and more important event. 

In Alberta we have been arguing about 
who is to govern the province during the 
next five years. People in all the rest of | 
Canada have been arguing about who is to | 
direct the war upon the outcome of which | 
will depend whether or not we are to have 
the right to settle such matters for our- 
Selves in the years to come. Without un- 
der-estimating the importance of good 
management of our local affairs, this mat- 
ter of the efficient prosecution of the war 
is and has been the biggest issue before 
the electors of Alberta; as of every other 
province. To that question they will now 
be free to give the serious thought that it 
deserves. 


It’s Time for Alberta to Get in Step 


There is pretty general agreement that 
the Mackenzie King Government will be 
returned to power on Tuesday. In fact the 
only apparent reason to think that might 
not happen is that over-confident support- 
ers might neglect to go to the polls and 
thus allow opposition candidates to win 
with minority support, a danger greatest 
in constituencies where there are three- 
cornered or four-cornered or five-cornered 
fights, 

This being the case, a practical ques- 
tion for Alberta voters to ask themselves 
is whether this province will get into step 
with the others or will continue to be rep- 
resented in parliament by a contingent of 
members the majority of whom are in op- 
position and of sympathy with the 
otherwise nation-wide trend of opinion.

comparable circumstances. 

There will be no discrimination against 
Alberta or any other province while Mr. 
King remains head of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. He is too fair-minded a man to 
permit that. His record proves it. And 
it is further shown by the fact that the 
only Liberal member Alberta sent to the 
last parliament was made a member of 
the cabinet, and is to be placed in charge 
of a portfolio if he and the Government 
are returned on Tuesday. 

It is hardly a state secret, nor is there 
any mystery about it, that the influence a 
Minister can exert among his cabinet col- 
leagues and in parliament depends largely 
upon the number of Government support- 
ers who are returned from his section of 
the country. Alberta will cut a larger 
figure in Dominion affairs, and have a 
larger “say” in determining the policies of 
the nation, if it breaks from the nineteen- 
year-old tradition of bootless opposition 
and sends to Ottawa a strong delegation 
of Liberals to back up Mr. MacKinnon in 
presenting the views of the people of this 
province and pressing for practical mea- 
sures to advance their interests. 


Somebody Had to Decide 


While before prairie audiences Mr. 
Coldwell said the Government “betrayed” 
western farmers by guaranteeing 70 cents 
as an initial payment for wheat, Hon. H. 
H. Stevens in Kamloops introduced a new 
note in the discussion by saying Hon. J. G. 
Gardiner is being too generous to wheat- 
growers in the dry belt. 

He complained that ‘During the regu- 
lar session of 1939 three separate Acts 
were passed which violated the sacred 
principle of responsible government, and 
in which absolute power was given the 
Minister of agriculture to extend or vary 
the Acts by or through regulations and in 
utter disregard of parliament.” 

Mr. Gardiner, it was objected, had in- 
structed inspectors to include in bonus 
areas under one of these Acts certain dried 
out districts which the inspectors could 
not include unless he said so. 

This action, if taken, can only have 
been taken under the Act to Assist Agri- 
culture in the Prairie Provinces. This Act 
was passed by the House of Commons on 
May 10th last. Mr. Stevens was present, 
and offered no objection to the discretion- 
ary powers which he now condemns being 
given to the Minister. 

For the reason no doubt that in the 
calm atmosphere of parliament it was ob- 
vious that unless these powers were grant- 
ed to somebody the Act could not be ad- 
ministered with nor even with- 
out gross discrimination. There was no 
way of knowing then where crops would 
fail and the bonus become necessary and 
properly payable.

Some Facts About Wheat 

Dr. Manion's candidates in Manitoba are still 
hammering away at the idea that Great Britain, 
if properly handled, will be glad to pay the Can- 
adian farmers “something less than $1.50” for a 
bushel of wheat. Most of them join Mr, Willis, 
the provincial Conservative leader, in calling the 
likely price $1.25; and they join Mr, Willis, too, 
in making the blunt proposition that, because we 
are sending our men overseas to the front, the 
British should come across. We have already 
commented on the morals of this sordid proposal. 
It is worth while commenting once more upon 
its business aspects, 


Those who believe that the war presents an 
excellent opportunity to exact from our Allies a 
Price for wheat higher than that at which sup- 
plies are available elsewhere assert that those 
who oppose them have an interest in keeping 
the price low. This lie needs no refutation; but 
it needs to be emphasized that there remains a 
competent body of public opinion in this coun- 
try which believes that the interests of our 
wheat-producing area are not best served by 
using either threats or blackmail to secure mar- 
kets. Everyone in Canida would like to see the 
price of wheat go higher, but there are many 
persons who do not believe that Canada should 
capitalize her position as an ally to exact a tem- 
porary advantage. It would be not only disas- 
trous and wnpatriotic to do so. Looking at the 
situation in the most cold-blooded way, it would 
also be very bad business, 

The fact is that there exists in the world to- 
day a large surplus of exportable wheat. Import 
requirements for the balance of the crop year are 
estimated at 303,800,000 bushels. To fill this need 
there is available in Canada, the United States, 
Argentina and Australia 823,215,000 bushels, of 
which the Canadian supply is just now estimated 
at 355,000,000 bushels, or almost half. 

* * cf 

In normal times the existence of such a glut 
would mean that the world price would be far 
below what it is today. The fact that the Can- 
adian price is holding up as well as it is must 
be due to special and abnormal circumstances, 
and we suggest that this is because in wartime 
Canada becomes a specially favored seller. There 
is a shortage of shipping. The North Atlantic is 
the quickest voyage from England to a wheat- 
exporting country, and therefore the most econ- 
omical. The convoy system is well established on 
these sea lanes. These factors all mean that 
Canada, with due regard to the general situa- 
tion and the amount of available wheat, is at the 
moment probably reaping substantial benefits 
from her position, The price we are getting is 
not a high price, as we consider prices. But it 
is much better than we would be getting if war 
had not broken out. 

In spite of this, the C.C.F. and Conservative 
candidates insist on saying that the price should 
be much higher. Their point, which they raise 
with wearisome repetition, is that if Britain is 
prepared to pay her own farmers $1.25 for 
wheat, she should be ready (in view of our great 


sacrifices for the common cause, be it always 
understood) to pay the Canadian farmer the 
Same price. 


Let us examine this proposal with the help 
of a few facts which these high-class patriots 
conveniently forget to mention. The price of 
approximately $1.25 paid to British farmers is 
paid for wheat which is grown in Great Britain. 
Would our Conservative and C.C.F, friends be 
pleased if the British Government were to offer 
to pay a similar price for our wheat delivered 
there, too? If the price were fixed at $1.25 in 
Liverpool], there would have to be deducted from 
the price the Canadian farmer got a total of 63.3 
cents, or a net return on the farm of 61.7 cents.

The Passing Show 


By MAX FREEDMAN 


As fire and sword gird her about, France 
takes refuge in her brave ancestral memories 
and finds hope for the future in the unity 
and spirit of her people. History sometimes has 
a genius for dramatizing events so that their 
lessons may not be lost. Paris never has for- 
gotten the shame of March 1, 
1871, when she bowed to Prus- 
Sian power and the bitter agony 
of the Franco-Prussian war end- 
ed in a peace that was even more humiliating. 
Yet the conquered nation took hope from a 
simple occurrence which seemed to show the 
French that their soul still was free though they 
had been forced to put their hands to a peace of 
vengeance and dishonor, imposed on them by the 
imperious command of Bismarck. A lieutenant 
of the Hessian Hussars was the first of the con- 
querors to enter the sorrowing city; he tried to 
pass the Arc de Triomphe, symbol of France's 
glory, but could not because of the sandbags 
which blocked the passage; nor were his friends 
more successful. 

This young lieutenant later achieved sinister 
fame, for he became General von Bernhardi, 
high priest of the Prussian doctrine of conquest. 
But just as he himself could not pass beneath the 
Arc de Triomphe in 1871, so the armies of ag- 
gression he inspired in 1914 could pierce France's 
borders but could never humble her dauntless 
daring. 

In Paris last Sunday a victory for tolerance 
and the arts of peace was won; a blow struck for 
friendship with the old noble Germany that may 
yet arise from the ashes of the Nazi regime. The 
Colonne Symphony Orchestra cancelled two 
selections by Wagner. Disturbances broke out 
in the audience at the news, as patrons quar- 
relled about Wagner, recalling the furore pro- 
voked by the first production of “Tannhauser” 
in the Paris Opera in 1859. When the conductor 
begged for a hearing, and reminded his hearers 
that music knew no national boundaries and 
recognized no national hates, the audience clam- 
ored for Wagner's music, though it is a favorite 
of Hitler, and the concert was climaxed by one 
of the composer's stupendous overtures. 

Even in war, with its passions and its blind 
fury, France remembers she is a guardian of cul- 
ture for the whole world, Well may it be said 
of her that she faces the world as a nation of gay 
courage “whose tears are followed by defiance 
and whose sighs end with a challenge, so she 
may go forth like a knight armed with a sword 
which has the magic of conquest tempering its 
steel.”

Instead, Pilaski took a/ 
friend and a girl and drove down 
south, where the pair were picked 
up by the R.C.M.P, night patrol ten 
days later at Blairmore anu sent- 
enced to sixty days in Lethbridge 
jail for vagrancy. He told the R. 
C.M.P. officers that he had bought 
the car by trading another and pay- 
ing $175 cash difference. 

LOOKS FOR BUUYER 

Pilaski told Mr. Justice Howson 
that Matras had given him the car 
to sell for him, and he had taken it 
down south to look for a buyer. He 
said that after his arrest he had 
written to Matras to tell him the car 
was safe in storage at Lethbridge. 
He could not account for having told 
the officers he had purchased the 
car, except by saying he was afraid 
to say it belonged to someone else 
for fear the police made trouble for 
him. }

HALIFAX, March 21.—Donald J. 


Cable, 55, assistant general agent} 
in Atlantic’ ports for the Canadian | 


Pacific railway and a prominent ath- 
lete who held five dominion cham- 
pionships in field events, died today, 
Mr. Cable was born in 1885 in 
Helsinki, Finland, where his father, 
a Scotsman, was British consul. He 
entered the C.P.R. service fn 1913. 
Mr. Cable won his first dominion 
championship, putting the shot, in 
1912. He won this event also in 1924 
and 1926 and was Canadian cham- 
pion also in the following events:

ton in the course of a Canadian 
tour and left Wednesday night for 
the east en route to New York. 

Dr. Pan forecast that China would 
win the war with Japan within the 

rext 18 months due to the fact 
Japan had been financially weak- 
ened by the expenditure of 48 per 
cent of her gold reserve. 

“It would be in Canada’s material 

| interest to stop shipments, particu- 
| larly war supplies, to Japan. These 
| are supplics which will be needed 
by the allies in their war with Ger- 
many.’ Dr. Pan declared. “Japan 
| and Germany are partners in intet- 
national robbery: China and the al- 
| lies are both in the same boat. fight- 
ing against a war cf aggression.” 

BRITAIN LOSES IN CHINA 

He furiher declared it was in 
| Great Britain's-interest to withhold 
support of any kind to Japan, who 
is at present striking a serious blow 
at Britain's commercial and indus- 
trial holdings China, “It :s 
claimed that as a result of the Jap- 
anese invasion of China, Britain has 

suffered a loss of $185,000,000 in her 
investments in China,” he said. 

Dr, Pan believed the reason Great 

Britain had not forcibly intervened 

in the Sino-Japanese situation was 
due to the fact that she is “too busy 
right now with her own war.” 

He declared further that the 
importance of Canada’s reactions 
as a factor in the formation of 
British foreign pelicy in the Far 
East was often overlooked, He 
recalled that at the Imperial con-

ference at London in 1921 the 
then prime minister Arthur 
Meighen had opposed the renewal 
of an Anglo-Japanese alliance 


and that as a result of Canada's 
stand England had severed the 
alliance in 1922, 


The fact that Canada served in a 


liason capacily between Great 
Britain and the United States also 
placed the Dominion in a porition 
of imporiance with the Mother 
Country as far as the latter's fore 
eign policy in the Orient is con- 
}eerned, the visitor asserted. “And 


| Canada will play a decisive part in 
helping the allies win in the pres- 


}ent conflict,” he said 

CHINESE GIVE AID 

Dr. Pan declared that Chinese 
in Canada had been the first to 
;make a wartime contributivn to 


the Canadian Red Cross, revalling 
| that funds had been conir:buted 
to this cause as early as lasi Sep- 
| tember at Vancouver. 


He forecast that China would 
win the war with Japan “within 
the next 18 months because Japan 
has already spent 48 per cent, of 
her gold reserve.” Another sign 
of weakness in Japan's war ef- 
fort was the constant chanse in 
government and military leaders 
as contrasted with China's con- 
stant loyalty to her first teader 
in the present conflict—General 
Chiang Kai Shek. 


“Canada should stop sending war 
materials to Japan, if not oaly in 
the cause of international justice 
and humanity, then in her own 
material interests; Britain wii! need 
everything Canada can supply her

|}many,” Dr, Pan concluded.
